In  oonso(iuenoe,  the  prisoners  with  such  disease  gchi®  '»©fo 
Imnodlatoly  isolated  in  etch  branch  Oi^mp,  uid  strict  preventive 
measures  wore  trlcQu.  ^vt  the  acme  cirae,  every  effort  is  boinG 
exerted  in  treating  tho  prisoners  and  checlclng  the  spread  of 
diseases.  Hov;over,  tho  isolation  of  the  prisoners  v.lth  disease 
Ceims  in  everj'  separt-to  branch  camp  can  not  sufficiently  be  carried 
out  due  to  the  fact  that  it  vail  uaO  extra  duties  to  tho  nediOcJ. 
officers  ond  that  the  bxiildinc  end  ropairina  facilities  vdthin  the 
oumps  and  tho  disouco  pro*encl\e  ei.ulvucnt  are  inades.unto. 

Consoquoritly  in  order  to  successfully  curiy  out  the  preventive 
measures,  it  v/as  decided  best  to  asf.&.abio  and  isolate  all  tho 
prisoners  who  have  dlsot  se  in  one  place. 

A  report  to  this  effect  hus  boon  made  to  the  authority  and 
tho  preparation  Ic  establish  ett ached  v<i  rcs  has  alreody  bOoUn.
